W hen General Botha was in 
viteri by the British imperial govern 
m eni to undertake a campaign int* 
Southw est Africa, last August, it wa* 
stipulated that any occupied territory 
should be held u n r e s e n edly at the; 
disposal of the British government. 
The belief here is that the imperia 
governm ent will under no circum 
stances allow any of this territory tc 
go back into German hands at the 
conclusion of peace, nor is it likely 
that England will care to add to its 
direct responsibilities by creating it 
a separate crown colony. 
It is generally regarded as inevita 
ble, therefore, that the greater part ol 
Southw est Africa will ultimately be 
included as an additional province ot 
the. Union of South Africa, with the 
exception of the Caprjgri strip, which 
may be added to the chartered com 
pany’s territories in Central Africa. 
For the immediate future, tem por­ 
ary arrangem ents will be made for 
the adm inistration of tho new terri­ 
tory during the remainder of the war 
under a governor 
appointed 
from 
Capetown, with the approval of tho 
lo n d o n government.

series of commemorative 
coins authorized by act of congress 
for ihe Panama-Pacific International 
exposition, there is seen for the first 
time a $50 gold piece authorized by 
the government of the United States. 
The issue of this denomination is 
limited to not over 3,000 pieces and 
it is provided that one-half of the 
issue shall be octagonal 
in 
shape. 
These are the first octagonal coins 
to be produced by our government. 
The coining of the first $50 gold 
piece was an event of considerable 
celebration and local interest at the 
San Francisco m in t 
Representatives 
of the government, state, city and ex­ 
position, together with notable, rep­ 
resentatives of foreign governments 
were present at the coining. 
In addition to the two shapes of the 
$50 gold pieces, there are included in 
this series one half dollar in silver, 
one dollar in gold and two and one- 
half dollars in gold. 
On the gold dol­ 
lar appears an a rtist’s ideal of labor, 
this beigg the first time the sons of 
toil have been honored on the coin­ 
age of any nation.

The preliminary report of the Union 
Pacific Railroad company for the fis­ 
cal year, ended June 30, reflects at the 
outset a decrease in freight earnings 
of nearly $3,500,000, and of 
close to 
$2,000,000 in passenger receipts. 
The 
respective percentage of loss in the 
two items, however, is only 514 and a 
little more than 9. 


'I hese figures do not indicate a con­ 
dition that was peculiar to the Union 
Pacific. 
They cover a period through 
which there w'as general business de­ 
pression in the United States. 
There 
was a falling off in business, w'hich, 
in the opinion of many authorities, 
would have occurred if most of the 
nations of Europe had not gone to 
wrar. 


As a matter of fact, the railroads 
have carried a considerable volume if 
traffic for export that they would not 
have had except for the war. 
It may be contended again that on 
the whole business would have been 
better if peace had prevailed in Eu ­ 
rope. This may easily have been true, 
also. 


The fact is, that conditions in this 
country, irrespective of war, had a de­ 
pressing effect upon general business 
and in turn upon that of the railroads 
in particular.

The wagon bed Is four and a half 
feet long, by three wide. 
At each 
corner there is an upright leg. 
De­ 
tached from the wheels 
and 
other 
running gear, and set bottom side up, 
this w’agon bed makes a serviceable 
table for serving food on a hike. But, 
there are tw’O end gates, w’hieh w*hen 
let down, can be used as serving tables 
for preparing food, without unloading 
the cart. 
These end gates can also 
be used for writing tables. 
WTe shall 
write home every day. 
(Put that in 
great big type, Mister Printer.) Then, 
if w’e need an ambulance (heaven for­ 
bid) w’e have one by letting down the 
end gates. 
At each end of the wagon 
bed is suspended a detachable provi­ 
sion box, iu w’hich we shall carry food 
stuffs, first aid kit and other necessi­ 
ties . Hooks under the cart will carry 
a 
lantern 
and 
buckets of various 


sizes. 
Coal oil will be bought along 


the way. 


There are iron hoops fastened to 


the sides of the wagon body to carry 
tent poles, Scout 
staves, 
etc. 
The 
emergency rope (always present) will 
be hung over one of the uprights. 
In 
the front, two flags will be carried— 
a small American flag and our Scout 
flag. 
The cart will be pulled by means 
of w’ooded shafts, guided 
by 
three 
boys. 
To the shafts will be attached 
a strong, braided rope, which will en­ 
able other boys to help do the pull­ 
ing, so that the burden will not fall 
heavily upon a few’ at a time. 
The cart is painted in our Troop 
colors—navy blue and orange. 
The 
body of the cart is in navy blue, with 
the inscription, “Boy Scouts, Sedalia 
Troop No. I.” 
The wheels and other 
running gear are painted orange. 
You will have to concede that is 
quite some cart. W hat? We just had 
to have it, you know. 
We shall not 
only use it for taking this hike to 
Kansas City, but it will go to the
